Maple Sirup Paying Sideline; 
"Back Home" Source of Supply.

KXDIJvG- " back home '* for 
maple 


sirup is one of the oddest and most 
profitable sidelines In Chicago. The 
business Is tTgajjf-d in by clerks and 
employes In larg-e houses, \vho were 


born back in Vermont or down in Indiana, 
or across the line In Canada. 


The clerks begin taking orders far In ad- 


vance of the boiling season and In a few days 
tho pweet stuff will be coming into Chicago 
by the carload. 
And tbe re ia a good stiff 


profit from each can. 


F&vrot the uninitiated know anything about 


the enormous quantity of maple si nip and 
sugar that finds Its -way to Chicago he rues 
from the efforts o£ clerks. Some of them 
are In high positions. One worker in the Chi- 
cago postoffice is- said to brins an immense 
quanfity of sirup lo Chicago everj^ spring. 
The simp comes In gallon cans, the cans be- 
! 
Ing securely crated in a box. 


There are some queer phases of this bupl-

ness. 
Kach sirup deaJer claims that his ia 


the best. 
He- knows just exactly how his 


people tap the trees and that his home sugar 
bush, la quite the Iftrgest in the United Slates 
and Canada, Nothing but the pure stuft 
comes from this or that home farm away 
down in Vermont, Ohioy Indiana, or across 
the- line from the camps of the Canucks. 


.An Indiana sugartnaker told the writer 


that he once made some maple- sirup from 
corn, cobs and! rain •water. He giare & cupful 
of the product and one of the real stuff to an 
alleged-connoisseur, who picked out the cob 


brand to be of the best flavor and surely 
genuine. 


Another Hoosier boiler claims that he has 


a whole- lot of customers in Vermont who 
regularly, year in and year out, send to him 
for a gallon, of the Indiana product. He says 
that he has a standing order from others who 
live In a maple sirup district "whence come 
thousands of gallons to Chicago and other 
homes. 


Only here- and there one finds- a sugar bush 


conducted as thf-y used to be In the cld-en 
time. The old fashioned boiling plants most- 
ly have disappeared and new contrivances 
are made use of. The plant of today- takes 
the boiling sap from one pan to another in 
different stages of the sugaring off process. 
The pans are set in solid concrete founda- 
tion?, and the whole plant Is Inclos-ed in a 
substantial concrete or .frame building, In 
the olden time sugar and; sirup makers caugtht 
the sap from wooden spiles that dripped the 
juice Into troughs cut from short logs. Now 
there are metal gpilee and the sup drops Into 
gatvanlaed Iron buckets. 


A large poHKm o-f Chicago's population 


came from farms on which maple sugar has 
been made by one generation and another 
back to the time when, the land was home- 
steaded. These people have- never lost their 
taste for the home product, none of them 
will admit *or a moment that there Is any 
other sirup on earth as good &.s that they 
used to spread over the home1 buckwheat 
cakes, and so tbe buwiness of making .and 
selling it has kept pace with the never end- 
Ing, demand. 


'Torpedo Signal £>csc. 


Torpedo Signal for Railroads; 
Device Invented by Chicagoan.

OUXjD railroad wrecks be any less 
frequent If tile engineer, on ap- 
proaching a point of danger, Jieai-d 


. a bomb "explode under Ills engine 
in addition to the visual, but silent 


signal of tile time honored1 semaphore or 
" target''? 
R. J. ZiOTge of Cnjcago, who 


when lie is not selling wheat or corn on the 
board of trade, is an invetrtor, ttiinKs he 
has a remedy l'.or these, accidents. It is a 
device for exploding a BmaJl sized bomb, or 
a " torpedp " under the l>oconuitivs where 
it cannot fail to be heard both by the en- 
gineer and fireman. 


It was with, the idea of making use of the 


sense ot hearing as wen as that of slg-ht th»t 
Mr. Z&rge IhTented his automatic torpedo 
magazine, which has now stood thi> test of 
a year and a half of contlnuousservlce with- 
out a failure, it is said; on the ix>ng island 
railroad. 


The torpedo magazine consists or a ro- 


ta-ting disc on which, ape twenty arms line 
the spokes of a wheel, each holding a tor- 
pet3« ftt Its extremity. 
Underneath the disc 


is the mechamism for pushing on« of the 
torpedo arms out over the rail, and the whole 
Is moui.'tedi in a raetiron casing about the 
size of a washtub, with a cover whdch leaves 
a srnaM aperture on the track side through 
which the torpedo 18 protruded when neces- 
sary.

Principle of Device Simple. 


The principle of the device is simple, al- 


though its mechanism might seem compli- 
cated to the layman. It is designed to work 
either in connection with OP without the 
standard signal, which is controlled by a 
track circuit relay. A broken rail, a train 
ahead in the same block, anopen drawbridge 
or a oar fouling, a siding win break or short 
circuit the tr^ck relay and Ibrow-the sema- 
phore Tjy gravity to the danger position. 
With the torpedo magazine In place, a break 
in the clTouit would also de-«nergize a mag- 
net which is a part of the mechanism and 
release a heavy weight, which causes one -of 
the arms on the disc to shoot out and hold 
the torpedo over the rail. 


If the engineer sees his signal and stops, 


(sell and good. 
If he fails to observe the 


visual warning he runs over the torpedo 
and then he stops, because railroads do not 
employ deaf men as engineers. The torpedo 
holders are brittle -cast irort, inserted in a 
brass shank, and break off when the train 
explodes the torpedo. As soon as this takes 
place the disc is-(rotated and another torpedo 
is In place. 


The instant the track concHMonff indicate the 


combination.of danger and a train-approach- 


Ing that dancer, that Instant a torpedo is 
placed 'on to the rail by gravity some dis- 
tance In advance of the oncoming train, the 
torpedo remaining on then-all until the dan- 
ger Is removed or until It is ejrploded by the 
train. In the latter event the signal has 
performed Its fuhctkma forcibly und unerr- 
ingly by carrying the message of danger 
direct ,to tbe brains ot the engineer and fire- 
man, arousing Idem to immediate action and 
watchfulness.' 


One loading of the magazine would give 


warnings of twenty consecutive trains. If 
the englnfeer -was vigilant and observed the 
stop v!»ual signal the torpedoes would ba 
returned to the magazine automatically Tin- 
exploded as Boon as the danger or obstruc- 
tion was removed.

Need Seen for Precautions. , 


'v It was forcibly impressed upon me that 


the sense of ht-arkig should be brought Into 
egual play with the aight at unusually dan- 
gerous points." said Mr. Zorgre, "at'the 
time of the awful wreck at Mentor, O., on the 
I^ake Shore in June, 1U05, when over a score 
of lives were lost because tbe engineer failed 
to observe the signal. OnJy ten days before 
I hod been a. passenger to Chicago on. the 
first regular eighteen hour train ever run 
out of New York. That struck me as pretty 
fttst running, and the wreck coming1 so soon 
afterward Impressed upon me that there 
ought to be some stronger warning for the 
engineer then the visual signal, which he 
might fall to see or which zndpht beobccured. 
" Derails are used at crossings and other 


dangerous points, but there are thousands 
of places where it Is not possible to use a 
derail, such aa In foggy districts, entrances 
to tunnels, drawbridge approaches, danger- 
ous curves, etc.. and why not ffive the engi- 
neer an alarm before you derail him? I 
know Nothing of signaling from the engi- 
neer's standpoint, but I studied it and 
evolved some ideas and employed experts to 
work out the mechanical details. 
Tne idea 


has, of course, been subject to constant 
evolution and perfection, bu<t the magazine 
has performed- satisfactorily in its long test 
at Minoola, L. I., on tbe Long Island rail- 
road, and at the entrance to the Weehawken 
tunnel on the West Shore, and It has been 
enthusiastically approved by a good many 
signal engineers." 


Mr. Zorge is now preparing to make an- 


other trial installation at the entrance to the 
Missionary Ridge tunnel on tbe Southern 
railway and erpeols to make stune demon- 
strations of his device soon in England, 
where experiments with torpedo signaling 
have reached a much higher development 
than-1& thla country. 


Snuff Making a Big Industry.

UITE a little journey weet from the 


loop you can. find a collection of splck_ 
and spun new buildings' covering-with 
the railroad switches a city block. 
Here is foun'd the headquarters of 


snuff manufacturing in Chicago, end, indeed, 
In Illinois, thin state now ranking fourth In 
the amount produced annually. 


There is considerable consumption' of snuff 


in. Chicago. It is used by all nationalities 
to some extent, and by Scandinavians gen- 
erally. 
The entire northwest is practically 


supplied from this-city. The trade is heavi- 
est in the settlements of the" Scandinavians. 


The importance of the industry has groi^n 


greatly in the 1-ast few years, there being: 
now twice the amount manufactured as ten 
years ago. The Chlca.go manufactory is but 
one ol many large establishments scattered 
over the V-ntted States and.the process of 
nrakin-g is carried on behind closed doors. The 
formulae for the making of the differe-nt kinds 
ut snuff are jealously guarded and have been 
since improvement was madeon the methods 
of the Indians, who used snuff medicinally 
before the whitf man c&me. 


The conflitio-ns under which the makers, 


hoth men and women, labor seem favorable 
to health, or a>t least not unfavorable, al- 
though of necessity they must inhale more or 
less frnfi diist'antl absorb into their systems 
a certain amount of nicotine. The work lies 
not been carried on here long enough to fur- 
nish sufficient data to determine, but in New 
Jersey snuff has been made for over 1!00 years 
end people continue to work at it until a ripe 
old age. 


At first the new worker is -a.pt to- experience 


certain unpleasant sensations, exactly such 
as attacks a youngster when he smokes his 
first cigar, but this nausea, soon wears off, 
and the belief of oldmen who have worked fn 
tobacco all their days is that a snuff or to- 
bacco factory is the healthiest place In their 
locality, that tobacco has antiseptic qualities 


and is a preventive against contagious 
diseases; that during1 the teat two centuries 
In this country In towns and cJtlf-s where 
contagious diseases have been epidemic thos*1 
who worked in muff and tobacco factories 
have been1 almost immune. There are many 
records in Europe dating further back than 
our country confirming the belief and1 experi- 
ence of the old tobacco and snuff worker? 
that tobacco has valuable medicinal proper- 
ties. 


Only the strongest, and richest tobacco can 


be used In the manufacture of snuff. This 
grows in tliat part of the country known as 
the tobacco belt. Thetobe-cco Is carefully se- 
lected and Is cured for several years— tK-o 
jtearsat least—in the cask. Snuff may be madt- 
of tbe sterna alone or of the leaves alone. 
or oC fanciful mixtures of various tobacco 
brought from ddfferen-t countries, to whi< h 
may be added the leaves of other plants and 
the flavors desired. 


It is not generally known that at least 


nine* out of every ten boxes of snuff sold in' 
this country Contain a guarantee that it 
is absolutely pure. We, of course, know that 
flavoring extracts are used In the manufac- 
ture of snuff and tobacco, but the guarantee 
also means that the flavoring extract* are 
pure. 


In making this Investigation the writer saw 


tacked up In prominent places about these 
buildings a notice under th« title "Employes'.

ered at the tack with a glutinous waslv 
\vhich the buyer might, by tbe application 
of a little moisture, attach to the back of 
the letter." 
>To evidence that "will bear the 


slightest scrutiny, we are told, lias been 
produced to support the various prior claims 
to the invention of the adhesive postagre 
stamp: and even should such a claim be 
established It could not In the slightest degree 
lessen Rowland1 Hill's reputation. 


It was in January, 184O, .that 
un-iform 


penny postage in England came into being; 
but it was not until Mao' of that year that 
the postage stamps themselves -were ready. 
There were four varieties in all—ad-hesiva 
stamps- of the value of 1 penny black and 
2 pence blue, and envelopes of the same- val- 
ues. 
The stamps showed a profile of the 


youthful queen, after a medal by Wyoii, and 


in their severe elegance of design and superb 
en-graver's work form miniature works ot 
art that in their kind have never been sur- 
paseed or even equaled. Tbe envelopes bore 
an elaborate altegiorlcal design by William 
Mulready, R, A., In which Britannia was 
seen dispatching -winged messengers to all 
the quarters of the globe. 


At the end of ten years after the introduc- 


tion of Rowland Hill's stamp only thirteen 
foreign countries bad1 adopted the Invention. 
and It Is curious to think that the example 
of Great Britain should first have been fol- 
lowed, In IMS, not by other great powers, 
but by Brazil and two Swiss- cantons. But 
during the '60s the accessions came thick and 
fast, till by January, 1860, there wereelghty- 
five countries that bad 
Issued postage 


stamps. These colored labels soon began to 
attract the notice of the curious, and early 
in the '50s a few Individuals here and there 
were formin? stamp collections. But it was 
not until 1S01 that the hobby attracted public 
attention, developing in- the following year 
into a veritable craze. .

Inventor Evolves New Aeroplane; 
Model Makes Successful Flights. 


Model of Monoplane Which Promises lo Break All Records.'

_ F the claims of Stewart C. Alkenhcad of 
I Niagara Falls. If. T.. and his friemls ar« 
I true, aeronautics ma>- be revolutionized 
| within a year. M*. Atkenhead, an expert 


in the employ of a Buffalo meter car 


manufacturing concern, is the Inventor of an 
aeroplane which he believes will l»e capable 
of carrying more patsenecrs and flying longer 
distances than any other machine yet in- 
vented. He claims that it in no particular in- 
fringes on the Wright basic patents, and It 
wa* In finding a way to avoid, these patents 
that he finally succeeded in inventinga better 
principle. 


Aikenhead, w-ho is not yet 
2."> years old. 


has just completed a model of the monoplane 
which he proposes to build. In trial liights^ 
the Llttte model, with no other motive power 
than a biff rubber bandi, flew over sixty feet 
repeatedly. 
The record for mode! flight is 


only sixty-four feet. 


" It has been my aim." saM Mr. Aiken- 


head. "to construct an aeroplane which, if 
possible, would contain many points nf ex- 
cellence without conflicting with the pttente 
of others, and KO I evolved the following 
corttrol: 


" The ende of the main planes are cut off 


at an angle, beintf longer at the fin war. 1 end. 
A triangular plane long enough to extend 
from the forward spar to the rear tips of 
the ribs is pivoted at the end of the forward 
spar with «n extension forward for cuntrol 
wires. The base of tl» control planes are 
also connected lo Insure their working In 
opposite directions. Nominally they are held 
In a position where one-half of their area 
Is exposed- from below. In operation one 
•would swing- out to expose the entire surface 
and the opposite plane would be drawn In 
over the main one. This actually Increases 
the area., not merely the effective area, and 
with the additional advantage of not spring- 
Ing the wlnK structure.

BRITISH LAW PUTS DIVORCE 


OUT OF REACH OF POOR 


* 


Expense Is Too Great for Those of Modest 


Means Who Must Put Up With 


Non-Congenial Partners 


(By'PAUL LAVBETH.) 


LONDON, March 26—There Is no di- 


vorce for the poor 
man 
In England. 


This has 
been emphasized repeatedly 


during the sittings of the Royal Com- 
mission on Divorce, which, by the way, 
have developed some 
very 
Interesting 


facts. 


"The position of tha poor is a shock- 


ing one," said George Lewis, the famous 
solicitor, who has just retired, and who 
perhaps has handled more divorce cases 
than any man in England, in reply to 
Lord Gorell. 
"As the law stands there 


Is no divorce for them. Tho poor can- 
not afford to bring their cases to Lon- 
don." 
All that can be done In a case 


of domestic disagreement is to obtain 
an order of separation, and to these, Sir 
George said, replying to Lord Guthrie, 
he was strongly opposed, "looking upon 
them as an odious poor, of punishment." 


But while divorces practically are con- 


fined to the rich, they are Increa&lng in 
England *nd Wales at a greater rate 
than tha population, as was shown 
by 


figures produced by Sir John Macdonnell, 
master ^of 
the 
supremo 
court. 
The 


statistics showed that in a very large 
proportion, of dissolved marriages there 
were no children. 
Witness also pro- 


duced figures showing that two-thirds 
of the divorces 
took place 
whfn the 


parties had been married from five to 
twenty years. 
There were hardly any 


divorces in the first year of marrii-d life, 
very few after a couple of years, whilst 
the number increased after five years. 
Forty per cent of tho divorces occurred 
when the parties had been married be- 
tween ten and twenty years. 


HELP POOR MAN. 


In relation to the poor man's position 


the consensus Is that the poor should 
have 
Increased 
facilities 
for 
freeing 


themselves from undesirable partners. 


Sir John Bigham, president of the di- 


voroe court, made several statements 
during his testimony which created some 
sensation. 
< 


Questioned as to tho subject of sex 


equality, Sir John said: "I do not think 
that an act of misconduct on tho part 
of a man has anything like the 
same 


significance as an act of misconduct on 
the part of a womaln. Most men—1 think 
all men—know It perfectly well. An act 
of misconduct on the part of a man may 
be more or less accidental. It does not 
diminish—very frequently, at all events, 
and I am not talking of continuous mis- 
conduct—It is not inconsistent with his 
continued esteem and love for his wife. 
On the other hand, an act of miscon- 
duct on the part of a woman Is quite 
Inconsistent with 
continued 
love 
and 


osteem for her husband." 


A similar position was taken by T. 8. 


Griffiths, a solicitor, who quoted from 
Boswell's "liife of Johnson" to show that 
Johnson thought an act of misconduct

Are Women Outgrowing the^ <Men, 


RE women outgrowing men? According to 


some scientific authorities they a*e. One 
English anthropometrist states that he 
has recently noticed that many of the 
young schoolgirls of that country ore tall- 
er than their mothers, and often taller 
than their fathers—that In. any mixed 
crowd of. men and women the latter of 


the coming generation are beginning to overtop the men 
in point of stature. 


Recently Karl Pearson, an English scientist, investi- 


gated the matter, and by a measured comparison of 
daughters of 18 to 22 with their mothers of 38 and up- 
ward to 50 or 66 years found that In height and span 
and length of arms the younger generation is distinctly 
larger than the older. 


This, too, in spite of the fact that when woman is in 


her fashionable habit she can work miracles with ele- 
vated heels, arrangement of the hair and headdress; and 
•because of this average the woman of fashion may be 
an inch or two shorter than she appectrs to be. Besides, 
the elderly women do not wear such high heels as the 
younger ones, or dress their hair with a view to im- 
pressing with their height.

An Interesting question for men Is whether they will 


not some dny be the smaller sex. 
The average differ- 


ence In Hurope, which transplants many of its finest 
specimens, both men .and women, to our shores, of the 


height of the male and the female is about four inches, 
and this height is said to be lessening in favor of the 
girls. 


Mr. Pearson asserts that the difference in stature is 


considerably greater between fathers and mothers than 
between sons and daughters, as shown in his investiga- 
tion's of the English penpje. 
The father stood five and 


one-fifth Inches above the mothers, -while the sons stood 
only four and three-fourths inches above the daughters. 


If women continue growing like this for a few gen- 


erations they will deprive men entirely of their physical 
prerogative. 
Everything, indeed, points to a lessening 


of man's superiority in stature. 


In England ftie 13 year old girls are as a rule taller 


and heavier than boys of the same age, but up to within 
a short time ago the girl ceased growing at 17, while 
the young man kept on until he was Id years old. 
It 


was seldom that a maid of 17 years added more than 
half an inch to her height after that time, but now it 
appears that she often continues to grow as long as her 
brother.

Tn conducting his experiments Mr. Pearson measured 


several thousand girls in the postal service, who showed 
an average height of B feet 4 inches at the age of 17. 
and 5 feet 6 inches at the age of 19. Again, it does not 
appear that town life exercises the same deteriorating 
influence on the stature of women as on men, as girls 
of the towns are also increa'sing in height-

Everything was In readiness for 
the ceremony, when Dr. Beetle was 
taken violently ill with severe pains 
in the abdomen, and Dr. L. S. Herrick 
of Oakland, Dr. Prank Simpson, Dr. 
A F. Gilllhan, and Dr. Frank Woolsey 
of Berkeley were called Into consulta- 
tion, deciding that the onjy hope lay 
in a capital operation. 


With a fourth surgeon In attend-

One of Unionism. 


Stating1 that he offered his men union 


wageg and the eight-hour day. W. F. 
Lemon, owner of the shop where 
the 


Harness Workers' Union is now striking, 
asserts that the strike is the result of 
his refusal to pay the men the wages 
they received under the nine-hour rule, 
this sum being more than 
the 
union 


eight-hour scale. 


"The question Is not one of unionism," 


said Lemon, "but a question of hours. 
The union scale used to be $3 per day 
with nine hours of work, but now is 
eight hours with the same pay. For the 
last three years the 
leather 
workers 


have been working as open shops, but 
were usually paid the 
union scale. I 


started my men at the union scale and 
afterward raised them, with the under- 
standing that I could reduce their scale 
again if business was dull. This I did 
soveial times without any protest from 
the men. I have been in business for 
thirty years and never tefore had any 
trouble. 


COULD HIRE MEN. 


"I could hire two non-union mea right 


now, 
but will not unleae forced to. I want 


my own men back. 
I have talked to 


three of my men and they consider my 
terms fair and are willing and anxious 
to come back. I offer them eight hours 
and the union scale or nine hours and 
their old wages, the extra Bum being for 
overtime. If my men are not permitted 
to return under these conditions It will 
be the flrst time that union men are 
prevented from working under their own 
conditions in the history of the coun- 
try."There 
Is 
no man 
signed 
up or

Stories of Theodore A. Bell's campaign methods 


have quite a vogue in this the budding springtime of 
the State campaign. The following is a sample of the 
tales of the second-time aspirant for Governor that 
are bting given circulation: 


It was the time of the Democratic State convention 


held at Sacramento nearly four years ago. The be- 
lief had obtained that Bell would be a candidate for 
Congress from the Second '.district and seek to defeat 
McKinlay. Former Congressman Tom Geary of So- 
noma and Marshall Diggs of Marysville,' one time 
State Senator, were being talked up for the nomina- 
tion.for Governor, Diggs being seriously in the con- 
test.

Bell said that they had come with a view 
to effecting an arrangement by which either Geary or 
Bell should withdraw in favor of the other, and that 
a united front be presented for the man thus chosen 
to make the fight before the convention. Judge Raker 
was to act as referee,.both Bell and Geary agreeing to 
abide by his'decision. 


The preliminaries being thus arranged, each aspi- 


rant proceeded to present his claims and his following 
in the convention. As time passed Judge Raker re- 
peatedly asked if the contestants were to abide by his 
decision on the matters presented, and both as fre- 
quently announced that they would do so. It was 3 
a. m. before the case was finally submitted to Raker. 
The judge asked if they wished him to give his deci- 
sion at once or wait until* later in the morning. They 
urged that he determine the matter at once, as the 
facts were all in and there was no good reason for fur- 
ther delay. 


Once more Tudge Raker asked: "Will you both 


abide by my decision, whatever it may be?" 


Still again Bell and Geary announced, "We will." 
"Then I decide in favor of Geary," was the judge's 


ruling.

Bell left the room and Raker and Geary waited se1"- 


eral 15 minutes for him to return, but unlike the his- 
toric cat, Bell "never came back." 


What took place in the' convention is a matter of 


political record, as is also what happened to Bell aft- 
erward. 


Devlin's Defense 


The opinion obtains in Federal circles here that 


United States District Attorney Devlin's appointment 
to succeed himself will not be confirmed by the United 
States Senate. The Judiciary Committee of the Sen- 
ate reported unanimously against the confirmation, 
and then stayed their judgment to await the arrival 
of Devlin, whom they agreed to give a hearing. The 
District Attorney has gone East, but if rumor from 
that part of the country proves true the Judiciary 
Committee will simply bait'the witness, the members 
having already fully determined upon their course, 
which is in opposition to the confirmation. According 
to reports received here the Senators opposed to De> - 
lin's confirmation aVgue that he lost his day in court

others at the expense of one's self. Nothing was too 
expensive for him to buy for himself and his cronies. 
His best friends tried to stop his wild career, but.all 
in vain. Having the money, he was surrounded by 
numerous so-called friends, who ran with him the 
pace of pleasure. Kelly bought three automobiles in- 
one week and tiring of them one after, another gave 
them away to casual friends, who were not long in 
selling them at a sacrifice and 
pocketing 'the pro- 


ceeds. 
In ore of the places where the I ghts burn 


late he told two waiters to open 
champagne until 


they got tired. Three hundred bottles were popped 
and wontly wasted. That night's whirl caused him 
$3000. But why give more instances of how thousands 
slipped through the fingers of this young man, who 
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threw-to the winds a promising career. The 'habitues 
of the brightly blazing tenderloin miss this rich young 
fellow. It is easy to understand how they miss him, 
They do not run across his kind every day. 


Dodie Vafencia-Baird-Dtmphy will probably miss 


this young- fellow and his coin as much as anyone 
who met him on the primrose path. 


Mrs. Huntington Sells Mansion 


A friend of Mrs. Arabella Htmtington, the widow 


of Collis P. Huntington, tells me she has just sold 
her Paris mansion to the Comte de Pourtalis, It is 
said Mrs. Huntington was led to make the sale as a 
result of the Pans flood, which damaged it to a con- 
siderable extent. The mansion was 
purchased by 


Mrs..Huntington about ten years ago and is situated 
on the Avenue Gabrielle near the Rue de 1' Elysee. 
She was-in the habit of spending a.gart of every sum- 
mer there. Her San Francisco friends state that Mrs. 
Hantington paid $300,000 for the 
property to the 


heirs of the late Baron de Hirsch, the noted philan- 
thropist, and spent an extra

the mansion. It had but one bath when she bought 
it. She had fourteen bathrooms put into the place. 
Years ago the place was owned by Empress Eugenie 
and her mother, the Countess de Montijo, lived there 
for a time. Those who say they are posted about 
Mrs. Hnntington's movements state that she is to 
visit California this summer for the first time since 
the death of her famous husband. While here she 
is "to pay a visit to the new and costly country home 
of Henry E. Huntington in the San Gabriel Valley, 
near Los Angeles, which is to be completed next 
June. It is also believed that while in the State Mrs. 
Huntington will make some disposal of her valuable 
lot on Nob Hill, this city, next'to the Flood lot now 
owned by the Pacific Union Club, and on which it is 
to have its new home.

home. C. P. Huntington bought the place for $250,- 
000 in 1893 from the widow of Colton.

Rails for Railroads 


One of -the idols of modern industrial life lor many 


years has been 
Bessemer and his steel. Do you 


realize that this idol is being shattered and that well 
in the lead of the iconoclasts who have been de- 
molishing it is Julius Kruttschnitt of Chicago, for- 
merly general manager of the Southern Pacific in this 
city, and now director of operation and maintenance 
for all the Harriman lines, including the Southern 
Pacific? 
Edward H. Harriman, during his lifetime, 


worked with Mr. Kruttschnitt in this matter. They 
believed from a close study of _the subject that steel 
rails made by the Bessemer process are not as good 
as those made by the so-called open-hearth method. 
The latter are said to contain less phosphorous than 
the Bessemer, rails and are therefore less brittle and 
less liable to crack and break. Accordingly, Harri- 
man and Kruttschnitt, to the great surprise of the 
steel trust, began giving large orders for open-hearth 
rails. Kruttschnitt continues to do so, and the other 
big railroad men are following suit. A million and 
a quarter tons of rails were made by the open-hearth 
process last year and the demand is growing. Able 
men" do not hesitate to predict that scientifically, and 
therefore statistically, the open-hearth method will ere 
long have an unquestioned victory over the Bessemer 
process not only in the manufacture of steel rails, but 
for all steel where its use demands an absolute mini- 
mum .of brittleness.

as he is known on the stage, to Josephine Cunning- 
ham, a former member of that long-to-be-remembered 
Florodora sextette, in Dayton, Ohio, recalls some very 
interesting things.

There were a 
thousand of these old women whose scant earnings 
all went for years into Comstock lode stocks and 
stock assessments. 
It was astonishing where they

all gone, dead and scattered since the great disaster. 
In their day the Comstock mines produced 700 millions 
and gave big fortunes to men like Fair, Flood, 
Mackey, O'Brieh, Sharon and others. They have had 
a fitful career fof the past twenty-five years. During 
most of these twenty-five years it has cost $6 a ton 
to mine and mill the ore. By new processes the cost 
has been reduced to eighty-five cents a ton. On this 
account flie new people in the merger expect to make 
handsome profits.- Lower levels are to also be ex- 
ploited. Franklin Leanord, Jr., the New York Ifwyer, 
promoted the merger after first getting control of the 
Sutro "tunnel along with Millionaire Sturges of Scran- 
ton, Penn. 
Leanord was formerly a very popular 


politician in the Tammany outfit. He espoused the 
cause of William Randolph Hearst on several oc- 
casionfe against the tiger clan and therefore lost caste 
with it. During the past two or three years he has 
been so busy with his mining promoting projects on

Brooks went there with 
several picked1 men fulfy armed to prevent the ehierifi • • 
irfi$f"l»Mrteft county from interferring, wi^h .the d,uelnw 
Brooks has always insisted,

Brooks has repeatedly told his frends that not until 
a few minutes before the combat did Terry change his 
mind about not wanting to shoot to kill. He changed 
his mind,, says Brooks, when he saw what he con- 
sidered the determined, malevolent look on Senator 
Brbderick's face. The duel, the death of Brodericlf— 
and the consequence of the deadly affray to Terry in" 
the years that followed are matters of history. It is 
believed Brooks has prepared his version .of the duej 
for publication after his death.

great and gentle spirit passed. Nearly sixty years ago, stricken by 
apparently fatal illness, straggling -with mankind's enemy, con 
Btunption, lie went to the- mountains, and In the clear and balsamic 
air of the Sierra forests fotmd recovery, and that great strength 
which prolonged his life to ninety-six years. He made the acauaint- 
race of the mountains amongst the Indian tribes which dwelt there 
and from them acquired that reverent attitude toward Nature that 
was their religion. He was the discoverer of the great Mariposa 
grove of Big Trees, and it is to his credit that he refused to permit 
it to be named "Clark's Grove," for he held that the majesty of 
Nature should not be ensmalled by naming great natural objects for 
men. He was in the Yosemite valley soon after'Cap tain Bolton': 
party first entered it, and for more than fifty years he was a dweller 
in that scene of grandeur and beauty. He was the first builder of 
log house where now the famous Wawona Hotel stands, and in the 
sorroinnJing forests he explored and hunted. He had single-handec 
killed over a score of grizzly bears, and often was during the long 
•winters and much more of the year the only white man in that splen- 
did solitude which is now known to all the world. He knew the 
language of the Indians and their ways of life. It is to him that 
we owe the preservation of the euphonic Indian names of noted 
points in the Yosemite and the surrounding regions. These names 
wonderfully enrich the geographic nomenclature of that jewel of 
California. He was a rare student. He knew the geology and 
botany of the valley as no one else knew it. He knew where the rare 
ferns and flowers were hidden, and where the glacier had left its 
smooth and shining track on the hard granite. An hour spent with 
him in the Yosemite left a classic memory to be cherished. For 
years he was the official guardian of the valley and as such was the 
author of the plans for its conservation and development that are 
being carried out by others. 


Galen Clark was born a gentleman. 
No need for him to lean 


upon a pedigree nor lineage. He was what he was in his own right 
and took title from no one. 


As he lived gently, so gently he died, and he \vill rest in the val- 


ley that he loved, beside a granite mass chosen by himself to guard 
his grave. 


California salutes his memory, honors--his character and marks 


his resting place for pilgrimage. 


Comparisons Are Odious. 


At the Cleveland birthday dinner in New York President Wood- 


row Wilson of Princeton made some remarks, in speaking of the 
late President's characteristics, which suggest if they do not invite 
comparisons. 


"It is not difficult to tell the character of Grover Cleveland," he 


said, "and therefore it is not difficult to tell why the people were at- 
tracted to him. There was nothing occult or eccentric about the 
man. His most characteristic tendency was to do the duty that was 
nearest to him. He was not one who waited for some distant duty 
offering conspicuous distinction to come along. His conscience 
worked as the people expected a normal conscience to work. 


"The sinuosities of some persons' consciences are very difficult 


for most people to follow. His was a sanitary conscience. It was 
free from infection. 
He did not invent, he did not rediscover 


maxims. They were the old maxims which served him. How some 
men can square things that are not square is an interesting psycho- 
logical study. It is easy to be bold and audacious when a situation 
is popular and dramatic. It is not easy when the situation has no 
histrionic characteristics. This man did not play to please the audi- 
ence. He played to serve the audience." « 


Now who could he have been thinking of? Somehow what he 


says brings to mind Hiram Johnson's "Back From Elba" speeches. 


Doubtless the invitation extended to former President Roose- 


velt by the German Kaiser, in violation of precedent and court eti- 
quette, to be a guest at the royal palace was prompted largely by a 
desire to please the American people; for Mr. Roosevelt's name is 
still one to conjure with; nevertheless, it is easily conceivable that 
Wilhelm is attracted personally by the strenuous ex-President. The 
two men have many traits in common; both have imperious wills 
and are vibrant with personal magnetism; both are impatient of 
restraint and contradiction; both are ardent sportsmen, and are 
incarnate with the spirit of activity. Their intuitions are benevolent, 
their tempers despotic and their methods spectacular. 
Each in 


himself combines the higher qualities of statesmanship with the 
meretricious instincts of the showman. Both possess the quality of 
courage, physical and moral, in a rare degree, and both have 
a keen eye for opportunity. In short, there is a spiritual kinship 
between the Kaiser and the ex-President that is both natural and 
creditable. Both are remarkable men, with a highly developed tal- 
ent for ruling. They should prove jolly boon and hunting compan- 
ions.

BLACK CHAMP'S PLIGHT IS 
A SOURCE OF SUSPICION 


Disappearance of Complaining 
Wit- 


ness Gives Rise to Belief That LiT 


Arthur Is Victim of Plot

DJCB tha case of Jack Johnson has come up in the New 
York courts and the complaining witness, Finder, ha» 
failed to put In an appearance, the fans throughout th* 
country have fair reason to believe that the trouble In. 
which the big black has become enmeshed will now blow 
over and one more of the many obstacle* that hav* been 
put In the way of the big- contes*. has been thrust to one 
side. At flrst tho New York trocble did not look *erU>u* 
to the fans at this end of the lite, and we took It to be 


_ 
_ one of the numerous escapades which the colored man 


ha* been mixed up in since becoming champion of the world. 
When the New Yorkers, who had reason to know somethmc of ttM 


matter, began to Inform ns that the Grand Jury Indictment wa» a hard 
thing to get away from In New York, and also eaqdalned how the District 
Attorney had taken steps to prevent any collusion In the case, we began to 
look upon the affair seriously. To mfl 
the whole tMng has appeared like • 
hold-up of -he champion from the 
very start, and now that Finder has 
made good his escape I am more than 
ever of the opinion that Johnson wa« 
held up and had to come through. 


HISTORY OP ASSAUOT. 


It appears that Johnson, who had 


been lecturing on sobriety at the col- 
ored Y. M. C. A. the same afternoon, 
walked Into n llqnor emporium where 
Finder and B'-veral of his friends were 
loafing. Johison was asked to hare a 
drink by Pln.ler, and Johnson ordered 
a bottle of -Tine, Finder thereupon 
Informed the big colored man that h« 
would not buy wine for him and re- 
minded him that It was not long stnc* 
Johnson had been willing to drink 
beer out of e bucket with him. 
It Is 
alleged that Johnson then proceeded 
to wallop thx Insulting Mr. Finder 
about the saloon and beat and kicked 
him so badly that he had to be taken 
to a hospital 
There is no statement 


whether or not Johnson made the above remark playfully or In jest, and 
there Is no way of telling Just how strong Finder was with his remarks. , 
Johnson In all probability slapped the face of t*ie smaller man, and th« 


smart fellows in the crowd saw a chance for a hold-up of their more for- 
tunate colored brother, for It does not seem reasorable to believe that the 
big fellow beat and kicked the smaller man as badly as rumor has It 
Johnson IP neither Quarrelsome or vicious, and there is no reason to believe 
that he kicked a smaller man. 


JOHNSON NOT VICIOUS. 


In Johnson's boring- It Is easy to see that he is not vicious. In fact, 
that has been one of the faults which the fans have had to find with his 
work In the ring, and why he should so far lose his temper with Finder Is 
hard to understand. The fact that Finder has ' flew do coop" and the 
police cannot find him makes the impression very strong that the terribly 
abused man entered into a hold-up game and that he got his price. Other- 
wise he would have been on hand when the case was called the other day 
at New York. 
When the case was called Judge Mulqueen of the Superior 
Court, ordered Johnson's bail raised from $1600 to 'S5000 and Bent the black 
man to Jail until such time as It could be produced with the following: 
"This court can not be trifled with and you have been boasting that 
this case will be settled today. Now. I will Inform you that everything 
possible will be done to find Finder and this case will be continued until 
such time as he Is found." 


JOHNSON'S TALKATIVENESS. 


It Is Just possible that Johnson made this bad break, for he often makes 
Just such remarks. They may be meaningless, but they are bad. and the 
sooner big Jack gets the knack of keeping things 10 himself the better oft 
he will be. It Is now expected that Johnson will b- set free la, a ffcw days , 
and that he wi}I be able to start for Oils section of the country Immediately"H 
Until he is out of the mess, however, the fans here have god reason" to^fedl 
that the championship contest Is not a certainty 'or the Fourth of July. 
The contest has been turned topsy turvy In that the fans were worrying 
about Jeffries a few months ago, and now they are stewing over the John- 
son man. 
The trouble has made no difference to the men who are handling the 


affair, for they have gone right on about their business as If nothing had 
happened and seem confident that the negro will b-? on hand for the three 
months' training ho has said he will take for the contest. 


DIFFERENCE IX PARSONS. 


The great difference in the make-up of men has never had a more strik- 
ing example than that of the Rev. P. R. Wedge snd Rev. Younglove, tha 
former of Omaha, Neb., and the latter of Richmond, Cal. The Rev. Mn. 
Wedge has gone on record as saying that the sport of the boxing glove !• 
the most interesting of all sports when, properly conducted, and also claim* 
that the boxing game Is responsible for the very good health that he Is now 
enjoying. 
It appears that Mr. Wedge was troubled with a lung trouble 


and at the advice of his physician he took to the game of boxing. 
After 


becoming an adept at the game he was made the boxing Instructor of the 
Omaha Y. M. C. A. and as such turned out many a good pupil. He know* 
the game from one end of It to the other and says that it Is good sport and 
that he loves to witness boxing contests when properly staged. 


The other day he visited Jim Barry at his training camp and said that 


he Intended to be a spectator at the contest. The Rev. Mr. Wedge at one 
time acted as referee for a contest and it Is said tliat he gave entire satis- 
faction.

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With the return of President Wheeler 


to the University of California It Is ex- 
pected that action will be taken in the 
near future by the regents of the univer- 
sity In n-gard to the proposed new track 
at California. 
Some time ago tho stu- 


dents signed a petition to the regents, 
asking that a new oval be constructed on 
the campus, but It was thought advisable 
to defer action on the matter until tho 
return of President Wheeler from Ger- 
many. At the next meeting of the re- 
gents the matter will probably come up, 
and If Wheeler favors the site proposed 
by the students It Is pYobable .that the 
new track will be begun. 


A committee appointed by President 


Cunningham of the A. S. U. C. some time 
ag-o drafted specifications for the new 
oval, and submitted them to the regents. 
Tho site thought most satisfactory is the 
large plot of ground at the northwest 
corner of the university tract, situated 
west of tho new mansion of the president. 
The specifications provide for a track of 
four laps to the mile, with a 220-yard 
straightaway. 


BEST SITE AT PRESENT. 


There has be"n some dispute In the 


past as to the best site for the oval, but 
at the present time the one proposed 
seems to be the only one available. At 
one tine the regents thought of moving 
back the bleachers on California field, 
and constructing the track around the 
football field, but this was given up as 
impracticable. 
The- ground to the west 


of California Held has been used to con- 
struct tennis courts and a practice base- 
ball field, while the site of the present 
track Is objected to as being of little 
value. 
The athletes complain that tha 


present track Is too small and that It Is 
poorly situated. 
In damp weather it 


takes too long for the track to drain and 
it is seldom in good condition. Trainer 
Walter Christie is strongly in favor of 
the new track and declares that within a 
year or two it will be an absolute neces- 
sity, if track athletics are to be carried 
on properly. 


Although there has been little actual 


competition up t(K this time, the track 
material at the University of California 
is showing up especially well for this 
early date. 
The sprinters are particu- 


larly good. Kretslnger, Claudius, Vilas, 
Kant, Crossfleld and Paul are all fast 
veterans 
In 
the 
100-yard dash, while 


Rhodda, Ilartmann and Allen of the 
freshman class will also show up well in 
this event. 
The fastest 220-yard men 


are Donald, Claudius, Paul, Rathbone and 
C. Whitney. 


FAST QUARTER-MILERS. 


California has plenty of fast quarter- 


mllers, the best being Calkins, who won 
the race In the Interclass meet; Mc- 
Namara, Newsome and W. Whitney, win- 
ner of the quarter In the freshman meet 
against Stanford. Dozier and Dlxon in 
the half-mile are equally good, while 
Down, if he returns to his past form, 
will be a man to bo reckoned with. 


"Tommy" Smith, with his phenomenal 


finish, won the mile run with ease In the 
interclass meet, and he is Improving con- 
stantly. 
McPherson and Davidson are 


both strong men in the mile. Sproul, the 
freshman who took the honors In the 
two-mile, 13 looked upon a 6the probable 
winner this year.

One of the most unique bungalows ye 


bnilt in this section of the State Is no 
In course of construction and nearlng 
completion, located on Eucalyptus road 
in Claremont Park, for F. N. Davis, on 
plans drawn by Herbert C. Chlvers Com 
pany, architects. It Is built on the hill 
side at Hlllcrest, and the plans have been 
adapted to the topography, which makei 
It a one-story structure in the front an< 
a two-story in the rear. It has a cobble, 
stone exterior from the ground up to the 
lower window line. Above that point to 
the top of the window the walls ar< 
rough cast and the gables wood. 
It contains many unique features. On<_ 


of them is an oval living room,,20x26 feet 
which occupies the center of the main 
floor and wings at each end. In the rlgh1 
wing the dining room, kitchen and laun- 
dry are located; In the left wing there 
are two bedrooms, bathroom and closets 
Between the bathroom and the closets Is 
a hall joining the living room to the bed- 
rooms. . 
The living room contains an exception- 
ally .large cobblestone fireplace and grate. 
This room has a sunny exposure through- 
out the day from sunrise to sunset. Its 
windows contain ISO square feet of glass 
and it opens on the rear porch—a living 
porch—sixty feat in length and fifteen 
feet in width. From this porch and the 
rear of the house there Is an unobstruct- 
ed view of the tunnel road. 
The entrance hall Is located between 
the dining room and the living room, 
and on an sides of It are large French 
windows. 
In the front of the main floor are two 
big windows, seven feet long and flanked 
on either side by smaller windows sec- 
tioned In small panes.
